It is not to be 
aupjiosod that the Governuiont would 
have prejudiced their own ca.so by the 
production of figures which tell agaiuFt 
them and their managcmeut so heavily 
as do these. Upwards of two liundred 
and eight thousand dollars suqandored 
at Esquimalt — for wlmtl A "coffer- 
dam half-built and .so wormcaten that 
it will tumble to pieces when the water 
is pumped out" ( vide My. Walkeji's 
speech in the Legislature.) We are not 
surprised to hear that tho figures have 
staggered the most faithful disciples of 
the Government. They feel that they 
cannot be gainsaid, for at the first at- 
tempt to do .so we stand prepared to 
verify by the production of the official 
statement. Our opinion is that the 
figures are rather under than 'Over the 
mark, and that if a statement of ox- 
pen^tjii^ to the 30th of June tho pres- 
ent ■year''%vere forthcoming it would be 
saen that tho entire subsidy of !?2r>0,- 
000 expected from Canada has boon 
sunk in the cofferdam. Therefora, if 
the subsidy wore transferred to 
this Government it would be 
8uffioient<.barely to discharge existing 
liabilities. Nothing would be left for 
drydock construction. Such is the 
effect of the policy of IMessrs. Walkkm 
and Beavex — commenced in 187 t and 
continued in 1878. It is a policy tluit 
no member of the community or of tho 
Local House, wlio has a sixjience in- 
vested >in the country, can continue to 
s&ppbrt in the face of the declaration of 
the organ of the intention of the Gov- 
ernment to comiileto tho dam and give 
out the main work bij the dai/. We 
say that should the Imperial Govern- 
menti Recline tho offer the Dominion 
dovernment should take the dock out 
of the hands of the Local Govcrnmont 
and complete it as a Federal enter- 
prise. Then there would be a guarantee 
that at no remote date Esquimalt 
would rejoice in tho possession of a 
drydock which, by the attraction of 
shipping in need of repair, would be a 
constant source of profit to the Prov- 
ince. If it is left in the hands of the 
present Government it will prove a 
greater Provincial pickpocket tlian the 
"wormeaten cofferdam" and finally 
wreck the financial prospects of the 
country before it has been one-half 
finished. 

And what defence or explanation do 
the Government and their organ offer 
of their policy ? None whatever. Take 
the mouthpiece of the Government for 
the past few days. Has it furnished a 
scrap of information or advanced a 
single argument in support of the 
policy of its. masters? Has it attempt- 
ed to explain away the inaction of the 
Government for the past twelve 
months? their declaration to award 
the cofferdam to contractors after 
advertising for tenders? or their 
refusal to pay the claims of the work- 
ingmen and tradesmen after a cheque 
had been signed by the Commissioner 
of Lands and Works? Nothing but 
abuse, abuse, abuse! Instead of de- 
fending the polio? of tiie Government 
the organ has resorted to the personal 
abuse of the editor of this journal, in 
■ the style for which it has become in- 
famous — the style that brought one of its 
contributors to a clo.sor acquaintance 
withpenalscrvitude tliau he desired, and 
within the last two months caused tlie 
publisher to be dragged to the thresh- 
hold of the Assize Court, whence 
he only escaped by an ample apology. 
Our contemporary and the leader of 
the Government arc very, very vulner- 
able; but the public need not be alarm- 
ed. . We do not intend to resort to 
personalities. We deal only witli the 
public acts of Mi-. Walice.m and his 
associates. It -would take a great 
deal of abuse to induce us to depart 
.from our lifolong policy and lift tho 
veil which shrouds their private life 
from the public eye. All we ask is for 
the organ to refute the facts and 
figures — crack the nut.s, so to speak — 
which we have presented for its dessert, 
if it can; and so long as it does not 
overstep a certain limit it may continue 
to indulge in personalities, with reply- 
ing to which we do not propose to sully 
our columns.

The Nanaimo Free Press flics to the 
resc\io of Mr. AnnA.MS, and altcmpt.'4 to 
withdraw its former admission that ho 
voted for the §4500 grant for Victoria 
City with the understanding that it 
would be devoted to the erection 
of a bridge from the foot of John- 
son street. If, then, Mr. Aurams did 
not assent to the item knowing that it 
was to bo expended on bridge construc- 
tion, he must have been aware that it 
was designed to be expended on the 
improvementof Victoria City. On which 
horn of the dilemma will the F. P. im- 
pale the member for Nanaimo '] As to 
the charge that The Colonial wishes 
to force Mr. Aurams to resign .so that 
room may be made for a Victorian to 
take'his seat, that is claptrap. We do 
not wish Mr. Abrams to resign ; but 
we should like to see him force the 
Government that deceived him in the 
matter of the first Constitution Amend- 
ment Act, the 3Iunicipalitie.s Franchise 
Bill, and the appropriation of §1500 
for Victoria City to keep their pledges 
to him and through him to his comsti- 
tuenta Nanaimo should not return 
other than a local man as representa- 
tive ; and if Mr. Abr^vms will not or 
cannot compel the Government to 
acknowledge Nanairao's claims he 
should be asked to make way for a 
local man who \vill.

THE BETTER ADMINISTRATION

The Attomeijr-Qeneral should instrflct 
its organs as to'the dutiesof a Supreme 
Court Judg?. The Herald, for in- 
stance, assumes that were there a resi- 
dent Suinenie Court Judge at Clinton 
tho Crown would have been prepared 
for the trial of the men accused of the 
murder^tthQLPQpi.E Jajjnily. . This is 
the first time, we have heard that a 
Judge wiio is to try a case is required 
to assist tho prosecution ; that he i.s to 
assist in hunting up witnesses for the 
Crown, jireparing bills of indictment, 
and discharging, generally, the duties 
of a jirosccuting attorney ; and that 
then he is to go on tho Bench with his 
mind prejudiced against tho prisoner 
and try tlie case on its merits. Had 
there been a dozen Judges at Clinton 
when tho Poolk murder case was call- 
ed the trial could not have been pro- 
ceeded with, in the face of the unreadi- 
ness of the Attorney-General's repre- 
sentative. The blame rests entirely 
with the Government

CANADA. 

Ottawa, July 24. — It is gonorally 
believed to-night the consent of the 
Governor-General to the dismis.sal of 
Letellier has been obtained. Sir John 
Macdonald and Himsworth, clerk of 
privy council, leave to'night for Que- 
bec, where a stated meeting of the 
cabinet will be held to-morrow evening 
and liobitaille probably be sworn in as 
lieutenant-governor. 

OrTAWA, July 24 — Witb| reference 
to reports from American sources that 
Sitting Bull's band is on the war path, 
the department of the interior does not 
credit any such ruinor.s. Recent ad- 
vices from the northwest say that 
Sitting Bull and his men are peaceably 
inclined. Their relations with the 
mounted police were never more .satis- 
factory. 

Montreal, July 24. — .'Vschcr k (Jo., 
iin]iorters and manufacturers, have 
failed; liabilities .?7r)0,000, of which 
$515,000 is due the Consolidated Bank. 

CUBA. 

Havana, July 24. — Ninnty-nlne 
deaths from yellow fever during the 
week ending July 19tli; a decrease of 
19 compared with last week. 

ENGLAND. 
London, July 24. — In the house of 
commons, Edward Jenkins (liberal) 
asked if the government, considering 
their friendly relations with the pre- 
sent government of France, would not 
prohibit the erection of a statue to the 
late Prince Imperial in Westminster 
Abbey. Sir Stafford Northcote replied 
that tho matter rested solely with Dean 
Stanley. The government attached no 
political significance to it. 

UNITED STATES. 
New York, July 25. — In proportion 
to their numbers, the Chinese have 

figured more prominently in our crimi- 
nal records of lato for tiie use of deadly 
weapons than other foreign nationali- 
ties. Sam Lee, a Chinese laundryinan 
of Jersey City, was arrested yesterday 
for firing a pistol at Martin Kelly. 
This is the fourth case of a Chinaman 
using a pistol or other deadly wcrpon 
within ten days. 

Boston, July 25.— Wm. Hubbard 
and Wm. Woodard, milkmen of Somer- 
ville, while intoxicated last evening 
entered the laundry of Hop Lee, at 
Charlesto\vn. A dispute aroae about 
the payment of a bill, and four China- 
men a.ssaulted the two men witli axes. 
Tho men fled, and the Chinamen pur- 
sued and killed Hubbard. Woodard is 
badly cut. The Chinamen were arrest 



SOUTH AFRICA. 

LoNDO.v, .July 24. — Sir (iarnet 
Wolcsley telegraphs from Durban on 
the Sth July as follows: I have halted 
all reinforcements here, as I believe the 
war is over. Do not send any more 
men or supplies till you hear from me. 
I expect to meet tho great Zulu chief 
about the 16th. 

A corres])ondent at IJlundi, under 
date of July 4tli, says: Jt is stated 
that Oetewayo live days ago, sent '100 
head of cattle with a peace messenger 
to tho British, but that they were stop- 
ped by one of the Zulu regiments, who 
declared that no peace should be made 
until they were beaten. The prisoners 
say that Cetewayo opposed war. They 
admit that the entire Zulu force was 
j)resent at tho battle. TlioZulu loss is 
estimated at 1500. The gun.s taken at 
Isandula were found. 

Specials from Soulh Africa say that 
when the troops entered rTbnuH they 
found everything of value reiiioved to 
a now kraal, built by citizens when the 
war broke out, 15 miles noriii of 111- 
undi and approached only through a 
long and narrow mvine. King Gote- 
wayo has some of his chief regiments 
with him fcs a body guard, and corres- 
pondents doubt if he will immediately 
come to terms. 

The sword of the Prince Imperial 
has been delivered to the British com- 
mander by a messenger from Cete\\-ay(j. 

An Ulundi dispatch of July Itii says 
that Cetewayo witnessed the beginning 
of the fight, but retired as the Zulus 
began to retreat. 

Cape Town, July 21. — The question 
of whether Cetewayo will surrender or | 
not is of little importance, as in the [ 
event of his proving stubborn the Brit- '• 
ish can place his brother Oham, who 
surrendered, some time ago, in posses- 
sion of the lower and far more fertile 
part of Zululand, and by assuring 
Oham some little support at tho com 
menccmont of his reign establish a ' 
complete bulwark between Cetewayo j 
and the British colonies. The contin- 
uation of the war would be an arduous | 



and fruitless toskj as beyond Uluiidi 
the country is a wilderness where the 
difficulties Of transportation would ex- 
ceed an3'thing yet experienced. 

The official return of British losses 
does not include those among the na- 
tive contingent. The Zulus were com- 
pelled to pause hy a heavy fire when 
they.'arrived within sixty yards of the 
British square. Eye-witnesses diflTer 
gre.itly as to the persistency with which 
the Zulus pressed the attack. This pro- 
bably arises from the various position.s 
from which they witnosged it. The most 
circumstantial narrative ahows that tho 
Zulus came with a niagnilicont rusli in 
dense uimscs on tho rear of the square, 
and seemed dettirmined to get to close 
quarters. Their attack on the loft Hank 
was not nearly ,su dotenuincd as that w.'\s 
protected by a Uattliiig gun, wliioh the 
Zulus greatly dread. Tliu csliuiatca of 
Zulu losses vary so greatly as to show 
tliat they are pure guessing. Tho liighoat 
is ICOO. Tho dead wore lying thickly all 
around tho square.

Superiatoiulent of Police, exi)irod at his 
residence oa Coniiorant .street at a lute 
hour OH Saturday night from internal 
hemorrhnge. . Deceased, who ua.s born at 
Bolfaat, L.-eland, in 1830, canio to this 
Province in 1858 in company with a de- 
tachment of Sappcr.s and at that tiniu be- 
longed to the Koyal Artillery. He was 
Bubacqiiontly ai»i)ointed Orderly to Gov- 
ernor Douglas, :i po.sition which ho idled 
for sovenil years, and in 1807 ho joined 
tho police force with the rank of Sergeant, 
TliB ability and assiduity lie dis- 
played in the execution of his duties 
in tliis olBco letl to well merited promo- 
tion and in tho course of time lie was ap- 
pointed Inspector of City Police. This 
pOBition he aiso filled in a manner alike 
creditable to himself and his country and 
when, on the assumption of power by tho 
ISlliott . Government it was deemed pru- 
dent on the grounds of economy, to 
fttnalgamato tlio position with that of 
Superintendent of i^rovingial Police, Mr. 
Bowdon was aj)pointed to act in tho dual 
capacity. He held this important posi- 
tion for a considerable period, but almost 
inimodiatoly after a political revulsion, in 
wliioh the present Government gained the 
ascendancy, he was suspended for alleged 
inisnianagoment of the city gaol and police 
barracks. A public investigation was 
awaited for several weeks and tho atten- 
tion of tho Govovnniont wuk callud to the 
matter in the coUimns of tho leading 
journal of the Province. No investiga- 
tion, however, of a public character was 
held and after tho Government had per- 
mitted a cloud to liang over iNEr. Bowden 
for an altogether unwarrantable periotl Jie 
waa removed. from oflico, and tlie present 
incumbent was appointed in Ids stoad, 
From this time tlie deceased 'k health coni- 
nicnced to fail and although, with a soiiso 
of duty towards his family, ho siibiSC- 
cjuently accepted a subui'dinato poaitiou 
in tho police force it wan apparent that 
ho no longor had the \ iguroua constitu- 
tion, fine phyaiquo and duteruiination of 
actioni which were characteristic of liim in 
former days. Having recovered from a 
severe illness in February last ho enjoy- 
ed a brief period of cuinparativo gootl 
health, but on Thursday last had an un- 
expected relapse. On i''riday night at 
half-past 10 o'clock ho lost tho jiower of 
speech and after lying in a coinatcse state 
foi? M hof^ra pas^qd quietly away 
Biuarpunded by his wife and daughters. 
TKb 'funeral of the decoa.sed took place 
yesterday under tho an.spiocs of the Odd 
Fellows, the remains buing convoyed to 
the Presbyterian Church and thonco to 
Ross Bay Cemetery. The hcaiso w.is 
fojiowed by a very nuiflcrous cqi tajti, ooni- 
ppi^fng mohifjiirs of (he 1.

Skattlb, W. T., July 27, 1879. 

A fire broke out hero last evening at 
about 9 o'clock in a room in tlio upper 
story of the American House on Mill 
street and in a few moments the entire 
building was enveloped in llame.=i. The 
lire comniuiiicated with other buildings 
in the same block and extended mpidly 
until all tho buildings on either side' of 
Mill street, including the sawmill, were 
one burning mass from the alley at tho 
head of tho wharf down lo the water t.ank 
jiLst abovo the old warehouse. The largo 
warehou.se.'i of Schwabachor Bros. & Co. , 
and Crawfortl A Harrington were soon on 
lire. Just at this juncture the new steam 
fire engine, which had been doing ,mosJ;, 
eil'ectivo service, became disabled - on* 
account of one of the layers of the auc- 
tion hose having become detached and 
drawn up imder tho plug hole. The old 
hand onghio and a bucket brigade wore 
hero aumnioued to the rescue and for a 
time tho fate of the city hung in tho bal- 
ance. Merchants, panic stricken, began 
moving tlleir goods. In soveral instances 
?100 and $200 were ottered for teams. A 
fow moments more and Occidental Sipiare 
^vas lilled with stacks of merchandise piled 
up in tho moat hopeless confusion, con- 
sisting of every description of goods from 
a wash-board to tho most expensive piano 
and the most ccmtly furniture. Happily, 
however, the iniponding disaster was avert- 
ed. The wind taking a favorable turn 
the ilamos \vuro soon brought under con- 
trol through tho persistent etibrts of the 
Fire Department and citizens generally. 
The principal business portion of tho city 
was consequently left intact, saving the 
damage resulting from breakage and loss 
in moving goods. Tho buildings destroy- 
ed, covering an area of about 350 feet' 
scjuare, woro old wooden structures occu- 
pied as saloons, warehouses antl shops. 
Tho following estimate includes all tho

A Bylaw topvohibit (he erection of jyooden : 
BuMinys ^cUhilt certain Fire Limits - 
toUhin:the CityiofT^ictoria: pi ri:Os 

1. That such part' pf the City bounded 
011 tho North by Johnson street, on tlio 
Soutli by Fort .street, on the East by 
Bioail street and on tho West by tliu 
Water Frontage be liereby deohired witli- 
in the Fire Limits of the City of Victoria. 
Tlie centre of Johnson to centre of Fort, 
from centre of 'Broad shall bo limits re- 
ferred to above. 

2. All Buildings hereafter erected with- 
in thi! Fire Limits shall have their outside 
Walls tiiul party Walls made ot Brick, 
Stone or other incoinbiistiblo material and 
such outside Walls shall extend four feet 
above Wall Plate of Roof, and ^arty Walls 
slmllalso extend to same height ab6vo 
Wall riato of Roof. Roofs shall bq ' pb'v- 
cicd with such material tis will afibrd pro- 
tection again.-it Fire and the ■W.ilk aliall 
ho no coustvuctcd as to separate all Wood 
Work thoroughly and completely of the 
interior and exterior of such Building 
from all and ovory part of tho interior and 
e.Ktcrior-'Bf-any ftdjoining Buildingi"~If™ 
the apex of Roof should'exceed the height 
of Fire Widls, then tho Roof must bo 
cuvei-od with such material as will afibrd 
protection against Fire. In tho case of • 
Gables tho Walla aro to bo carried up to 
the full height of the Apex of said Roof. 
Tho term Building, aa applied in this , 
Sectio»j'"BhaU not include - Privies =or- 
Sheda for storage of Coal, Wood or \Vharf 
Sheds. 

3. All Repairs to Buildings constructed 
of brick, stone, or other incombustiblo 
materials, shall be made to conform to 
tills Ordinance. 

•I. The Wooden Building within the 
said Fire Limits shall not bo altered or 
changed without the written permission of 
the Chief Engineer of tho Victoria Fire 
Dopartmeiit, approved by a nuajority of 
tlio Fire Wardens, which permit shall 
.ipecify fully tho alterations or changos re- 
((uirctl, and no such permit shall bo given 
if any increase will bo made by the pro- 
po.sed change or alteration in the aizo of i 
any Wooden Building within tho saidf 
Limits, or if such repairs or altcrationa 
will incvoasu thu valuo of such building 
more than Twoiity-fivopeucont. Tho ap- 
plications therefor and a copy of each of 
such permits shall Ijo kept on file in the 
office of tho City Clerk. 

5. No Building within the said Fire 
Limits shall bo removed except to a por- 
tion of tho same lot on which it stands or 
to a point outside the Fire Limits. 

(i. Wlionovor any building shall be by 
any means so much injured .is to bo, in 
tho judgment of the Chief Engineer and 
a niiijority of tho Fire Wardens, a dan- 
gerous nuisance, or when any Wooden; 
Building withhi the said JHro Limits sliall, 
in tho judgment of the Chief, Engirioor 
and a majority of tho Fire Wardensi"!be 
damaged by lire to tlic extent of (jnb-half 
or more of its actual value, tho Chief En- 
gineer shall cause to be served upon the 
owner or person having control thereof a 
notice retpiiriiig such person to remove 
tho same forthwith, .and tho person re- 
ceiving .such notice shall within ten daya 
after receiving the same comply with the 
requirements thereof. 

7. Om Story J3itiWi»/7.s— Foundations 
to bo not less than eighteen inches in thick- 
ness and not loss than eighteen inches 
in tho hard clay or gravel, as tho case may 
be, brick wall.s to be not less than twelve 
inches thick. Tivo Story Bnildinga — 
Foundations to be not less than twcntv- 
two inches thick and not loss than oigii- 
teen inches in the hard clay or gravel, as 
the case may bo. Brick rFlaJis— Ground 
floor to bo not less than seventeen inches 
thick; first floor not less than twelve 
inches thick. 

8. Any person or persons violiiting any. 
of the provisions of this Bylaw shall bo 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thereof before tlie Police 
Court shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than ton or more than one hundred 
dollars, and each day of maintaining or 
continuing auch violation shall bo deemed 
a new oflbncc and punished accordingly. 

y. Tho Chief Engineer of the Victoria 
Fire Department and the Fire Wardens 
aro required to see that tlie provisions^of 
this Bylaw are enforced and to niako com- 
plaints in tho Police Court for violation 
thereof. 

10. Thi.4 Bylaw may bo cited for all 
purposos as "Tlio Bylaw for Prohibiting 
the Erection of Wooden Buildings, 1870;"'
